To Each His Share 


Canada's war effort, at least for the first year of the conflict, is to cost 
this country approximately $350,000,000 or about a million dollars per day 
the Canadian people have been officially advised by the prime minister. 

When reduced to its simplest terms—a cost of $35 a year for every 
man, woman and child, as has already been noted in the daily press—this is 
no small item, and connotes a really substantial contribution for the aver- 
age individual. While some of it will come out of the pocket book in the 
current year in the form of cash, the balance will be expended as a debt to 
be liquidated in the future. 

This expenditure, however, by no means represents the entire cost of 
Canada’s share in the war effort during the year. In addition to the official 
expenditure made by the government ‘of the country, substantial sums are 
being and will be raised by various organizations, all more or less directly 
related to the work of making Canada’s effort more efficient and more effec- 
tive and these represent an additional contribution for the winning of the 
war from the individual purse. 

With the amount of money and credit available to the individual it 
stands to reason if the average Canadian is to be given an opportunity to 
make a maximum contribution to the war effort, other calls upon his purse 
must be curtailed as far as possible and this means, among other things, 
an urgent.mecesvity for a reduction in the cost of government ahd particu- 
larly in the provincial and municipal spheres. It is going to entail sacri- 
fices, not only on the part of the individual, but also on the part of the 
provincial and municipal administrations of the country. Every dollar of 
cach or credit expended for provincial and municipal services that can be 
saved, represents a dollar, in cash or credit, released for the objective of | 
national preservation. . 

This point should not be overlooked by the individual taxpayer, who 
will be well advised to curb, for the present, his desire for additional social | 
services and to make his voice heard in a demand for the practice of rigid 
economies by the subservient administrations, By so doing he will be play- 
ing an important part in seeing to it that governmental costs which can be_ 
saved are not hamstringing his own ability to assist in the country's major | 
job, that of winning the war, and winning it as speedily as possible.

Flax Will Prove A Profitable Crop 
For The Western Farmer 

Canada imports both linseed and 
linseed oil. During the past six years 
an average of over 800,000 bushels 
of linseed and 36,000 ewt. of linseed 
oll, equivalent to another 180,000 
bushels of seed, were imported an- 
nually. Linseed is consumed chiefly 
by the linseed oil industry which 
during the past nine years crushed an 
average each year of over 1,800,000 
Having been so long on an 
import basis, linseed stocks in Can- 
ada are relatively low, ‘explains Dr. 
W. G. McGregor, Cereal Division, 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa. 
The flax acreage in Western Can- 


;ada reached a peak in 1912 when 


over two million acres were seeded 
and 26 million bushels were produced. 
During the war period the acreage 
was reduced considerably and during 
those years Canada produced only be- 
tween six and eight million bushels 
of flaxseed annually. At the end of 
the war, 29 million acres were pro- 
ducing grain in the Prairie Provinces 
but only two and one-half per cent. 
of this acreage was devoted to flax. 
Since that time another 10 million 
acres have been added to the crop 
producing area of these provinces but 
the increase has been devoted largely 
to wheat production, In recent years, 
the percentage of the cultivated 
areas of the West occupied by flax 
has beer very small, sometimes run- 
ning far below one per cent. 

In 1939, the area in flax increased 
49 per cent. over that of the past 
two years, producing two and one- 
half ‘million bushels. Under normal 
conditions industry could handle this 
whole crop leaving no flax for seed- 
ing and feeding purposes. At an 
average yield of eight bushels per 
acre for the Prairie Provinces the 
flax imported during the past decade 
might occupy 125,000 acres annually. 

Surplus stocks of seed in Canada 
always have found a ready outlet in 
the United States where production 
annually falls short of consumption 
by about 15 million bushels. The high 
tariff of 65 cents against flax enter- 
ing that counfry has done nruch, in 
recent years, to reduce exports. How 
ever, the high quality of Canadian 
flaxseed is such that when available 
it still enters that market, Surveys 
have shown that those districts in 
the Prairie Provinces which, because 
of climatic conditions, produce wheat 
of inferior quality, can produce flax 
of the highest quality. 

Both Canada and the United States 
import flax from the Argentine. Flax 
production in the Argentine has in- 
creased extensively and a good crop 
has been reported now in prospect. 
However, imports from there neces- 
sitate a long ocean haul which dur- 
ing wartime, may become expensive 
and hazardous.

Treatment Of Poles 


| 
Proven Method Has Stood The Test | 
For Some Years | 

Experiments carried out at the! 
Forest Products Laboratories of the | 
| Department of Mines and Resources 
have resulted in the development of | 
& preservative treatment for the 
| butts of poles in telephone and power 
| lines erected in remote districts 
Longitudinal holes are bored in the 
| butts of the poles near the circum 
ference and the alternate holes are 
filled with copper sulphate and sod- 
lum arsenite. The poles must be treat 
ed and set as soon after cutting as 
possible. The treatment is not effec- 
tive in dry poles, and the bark should 
be left on the butt up to the ground 
line. 

Evaporation of the moisture from 
the tops of the poles draws the 
| Preservatives up the sapwood from 
the holes in the butt. The two chemi- 
cals used are each soluble in water, | 
and as they aré drawn up the pole 
chemical’ re-action 
occurs which forms a new substance 
~—cupric arsenite—-which is insoluble 
in water and an effective preserva 
tive against the organisms which 
}attack the wood. This re-action oc- 
curs at the ground line where the 
decay is greatest. 

The treatment will provide protec 
tion from decay for several yeare.| 
Test poles which have been in ser-| 
vice for six years are in good condi- 
tion, while adjacent untreated poles 
set in the ground at the same time 
are decayed at the ground line.

Hospitals For Indians 


| Established As A Means Of Provid- 
ing Needed Care For Sick 
Indians 

Canada is making steady progress 
jin the provision of medical services 
pond hospitals for her Indian popula- 
tion. Among the latest developments 
reported by the Indian Affairs 
Branch of the Department of Mines 
and Resources, which is charged with 
the supervision of Indian welfare, is 
the purchase of the Dynevor Hos- 
pital on the Red River near Selkirk, 
Manitoba, and the construction of a 
new Indian hospital at the Fisher 
River Agency, about one hundred 
miles north of Winnipeg. 

The Dynevor Hospital was form- 
erly a combined hospital and old peo- 
ple’s home operated for Indians by 
the Church of England, It is being 
renovated and re-equipped, and will 
be operated by the Manitoba Sana- 
torium Board as a tuberculosis hos- 
pital for Indians only. The new 
Fisher River Indian Hospital will 
Serve a community ef about 1,500 In- 
dians, which formerly had to send 
hospital patients to Winnipeg. These 
hospitals are being established as a 
means of providing needed care for 
sick Indians at a cost less than that 
of admitting them to public institu- 
tions. i 

In safeguarding the health of the 
Indian population, the Indian Affairs 
Branch employs about five hundred 
doctors and dentists. on whole or 
part-time work, and has several hos- 
pitals of its own and a small but 
efficient field nursing service. It sup- 
plies medicine both by central pur- 
chase and local prescription, and en- 
gages in every activity relating to 
the health of about 118,000 Indians | 
living in about eight hundred separ- 
ate communities in Canada.

Because of this the international 
line on the north is now being plainly 
defined. Where it follows waterways 


| it is recognized by all fliers; where, 


as between Maine and New Bruns- 
wick and Maine and Quebec, it is a 
land-boundary, a broad swath is be- 
ing cut through forest and field, This 
cleared strip is from 25 to 40 feet in 
width. The work is done by the two
